WILMINGTON - The Town's 
by-law limiting the height of 
any landfill does not apply to 


Maple Meadow Landfill 
(MML), according to 
Massachusetts Land Court 


Judge Leon J. Lombardi. 
Additionally, Lombardi ruled to 
strike several pieces of evi- 
dence submitted by the Town 
and ruled that the Town had 
filed responses that were non- 
compliant with the law. 


Wilmington's height restrict- 
ing by-law most directly affect- 
ed the capping efforts of the 
defunct MML located off of Old 
Main Street on the Woburn 
town line. 

MML accepted municipal 
solid waste from the 1950's until 
the State ordered it to close in 
1976. In 2000, the State ordered 
that the site be capped. 

Without the funds necessary 
to cap the landfill, the 
Spinazola family, owners of the 


MML property, contracted 
Massachusetts Environmental 
Associates (MEA) to conduct 
the MEA funded the 
project by accepting, for a fee, 
soils from the Big Dig and 
other construction projects 
throughout eastern 
Massachusetts and importing 
them to MML. The soil being 
imported was considered conta- 
minated under Massachusetts 
General Law but was 
deemed safe by achusetts

Department of Environmental 
Protection (DEP). The project 
was mandated by, and regulat- 
ed by, DEP. 

According to the Land Court 
ruling, MML was a legally pre- 
existing nonconforming use of 
the property prior to the enact- 
ment of the by-law.

Town now has an additional month to 
respond to Transrail petition

WILMINGTON - According to 
State Representative James 
Miceli, the Surface 
Transportation Board (STB) 
has granted the request to 
extend the response period for 
New England = Transrail's 
(NET) petition to allow a solid 
waste transfer facility to be 
built in Wilmington. 

NET is seeking a federal 
exemption through STB, which 
if granted would pave the way 
for the truck-to-rail waste han- 
dling station it proposes to con- 
struct on the contaminated Olin 
Chemical property located at 51 
Eames Street. Local and state 
officials, along with representa- 
tives from the solid waste 
industry, have formed a loose 
coalition and have been work- 
ing hard to block NET from the 


site. 

Once a petition is filed with 
STB, any interested parties are 
given 20 days to respond with ° 
arguments in support or in 
opposition of the petition. In 
the case of NET's petition, the 
initial 20-day response period 
would end on December 26, 
2005. The National Solid 
Wastes Management 
Association requested an exten- 
sion through January 26, 2006, 
the Massachusetts Department 
of Environmental Protection 
requested an extension through 
to January 27, 2006, and Miceli 
requested an extension 
through, “at least January 20, 
2006.” 

In its decision, the STB stat- 
ed, “the parties requesting an

Health Director commends restaurant

WILMINGTON - Employees 
of the Wilmington House of 
Pizza had an unplanned day off 
on Monday. 

A small amount of mercury 
escaped from a heat control- 
valve on one of the restaurant's 
ovens during an attempt to 
repair. The mercury, which 
likely amounted to less than a 
teaspoon in volume, went 
underneath the burner and did 
not contaminate any food. 

Mercury, as found in ther- 
mometers, electrical equip- 
ment, alkaline batteries, and a 
number of other household 
items, is a powerful neurotoxin, 
which has been linked to the 
development of learning dis- 
abilities in children. 

Wilmington House of Pizza 
employees immediately 
stopped what they were doing 
and called the Wilmington Fire 
Department. According to Fire 
Chief Daniel Stewart, the Fire 


Department responded to the 
scene and secured the spill. Lt 
Cochrane, a member of the 
District 6 Haz-Mat Team super- 
vised the response and alerted 
the Wilmington Board of 
Health of the situation. 

Wilmington Board of Health 
Director Gregory Erickson 
responded and coordinated a 
visit by Clean Harbors. Clean 
Harbors, headquartered in 
Braintree, Massachusetts, is 
considered North America's 
leading provider of environ- 
mental and hazardous waste 
management serv: 

“This was not a dangerous sit- 
uation, but it was an expensive 
one,” Erickson said. 

The restaurant was closed for 
the day as Clean Harbors went 
in and cleaned the site 

Erickson visited the restau- 
rant the following morning to 
ensure that they were ready to 
open.

Ho! Ho! Ho! The last few 
months of the year are big trav- 
el times, short and long dis- 
tances.

I returned last Friday 
after thirteen hours of traveling

But the physical aspect of 
travel can also create stress on 
your body. Whether you are 
traveling alone on business or 
for vacation, long hours in a 
plane, train or automobile, can 
leave you tired and sore. Trust 
me, I cringed as my herniated 
disc patient told me she had to 
fly to the Caribbean to get mar- 
ried. 

Even when traveling in the 
most comfortable car or flying 
first class, certain pressures 
can result in a restriction of 
blood flow to organs and tis- 
sues, causing stiffness in the 
joints and muscles. In the 
worst-case scenarios, deep vein 
thrombosis (DVT) and possible 
embolisms can result 
However, for the average per- 
son, traveling usually means 
stiffness and pain after long 
periods on the road or in the 
air 

So what can you do to help 
yourself during this hectic trav- 
el? 

First and foremost, treat trav- 
el as you would any exercise 
regimen.

* Many people get headaches 
from constant eyestrain on one 
spot on the road. Maintaining 
your eyes on the road, change 
the focal point occasionally and 
try not to drive if you must 
strain your eyes to see where 
you are going. 

- As an avid traveler this is a 
tough one. However, take rest 
breaks, especially if you are 
prone to bodily fatigue orpain 
during travel. 

On an airplane: 

« As in a car, maintaining 
proper posture is important. 
Again, a lumbar support pillow 
is a great help. If you don't 
have one, use rolled-up pillows 
or blankets to maintain that 
curve when you sit, helping to 
support the lower spinal struc- 
tures. The best way to main- 
tain the proper curve is to tuck 
a pillow behind the small of 
your back, just below the ribs, 
and lay another pillow in the 
gap between your neck and the 
headrest. 

* Be sure to check any bags 
that are greater than five to ten 
percent of your body weight. 
The more delicate a person's 
health, the less the percentage. 
Placing heavy items into the 
overhead bins increases the 
chance for injury to the shoul- 
ders, neck and back. 

* Never force objects into the 
overhead bins or below your 
seats from an awkward posi- 
tion. How many times have we 
seen people off to the side, look- 
ing like their attempting a bas- 
ketball lay-up, trying to force 
that last bag into the overhead 
compartment? Always be sure 
to look straight ahead to where 
you will place your bags, 
decreasing the awkward posi- 
tion and likelihood of injury. If 
you are placing a bag under the 
seat, be sure to sit and 
then ‘guitie the bag the 
seat, using your feet, which I 
always suggest before using 
your hands so not to promote 
an awkward, bent posture.

tion occasionally to avoid pool- 
ing of circulation, which can 
create deep vein thromboses. 
Massage your legs and calves. 

* Simple exercises that pas- 
sengers can do to keep the cir- 
culation flowing and joints and 
muscles relaxed include simple 
heel raises, toe lifts, ankle cir- 
cles, overhead stretches, back 
twists, curl downs and toe-heel 
walking. 

* Walk up and down the aisle 
every hour or so during a flight 
to work your leg muscles and 
ease back strain. 

As mentioned previously, 
although rare, deep vein throm- 
boses (DVT) can arise after 
long periods of inactivity dur- 
ing travel. DVT occurs when a 
blood clot develops within the 
deep veins of the body, most 
often in the leg. Occasionally 
the clot (thrombus) will break 
away from where it formed and 
travel through the venous sys- 
tem. This venous path heads 
towards the lungs, where the 
blood vessels progressively 
decrease in diameter until the 
clot gets stuck, usually within 
the smaller vessels in the lungs. 
This event is known as‘a pul- 
monary embolism. 

DVT, also known as “economy 
class syndrome” to the airline 
industry, was first described 
during World War II when pro- 
longed, cramped sitting in raid 
shelters during the London blitz 
was followed by such cases 
causing pulmonary embolisms. 

Classical symptoms of DVT 
include pain, swelling and red- 
ness, with dilation of the sur- 
face veins of the affected leg. 
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rienced. He told them that he

Risk factors for DVT and an 
embolism are increased from 
recent surgery, massive trau- 
ma, stroke, heart attack and 
oral contraceptive use. 
Smokers and those with certain 
clotting disorders are also at 
higher risk. 

It is important to mention that 
symptoms from DVT may not 
show for up to five days post- 
travel and that both DVT and 
an embolism are life-threaten- 
ing events that require immedi- 
ate medical attention.

Medical Center in Lebanon, 
N.H., following complications 
from a heart attack suffered 
earlier in the month. A resident 
of New London, N.H., he has 
owned a home in the Lake 
Sunapee area for nearly 30 
years. 

For 42 years, McKee, along 
with his wife Jean, was a famil- 
iar presence on the Andover 
campus. Originally hired in 
1947 as a physics teacher by 
Headmaster Claude Fuess, 
McKee spent four decades serv- 
Ing Fuess and three subsequent 
headmasters im various capaci- 
ties. In addition to physics, he 
taught math, chemistry, gener- 
al science and astronomy. At 
various times he also served as 
a coach for football, tennis, ski- 
ing and skijumping. 

McKee held several different 
administrative roles during his 
years at Andover, including 
those of house counselor, dean 
of students, dean of faculty, 
chair of the science department 
and associate headmaster. He 
also served as acting headmas- 
ter from January 1989 until his 
retirement in August 1989. 

In an article written in the 
Andover Bulletin upon McKee's 
retirement, Jack Richards, a 
colleague of McKee's, said, 
“One would expect that, with so 
many varied challenges, Peter 
might not be able to maintain 


his excellence as a classroom 
teacher, but the annual rave 
reviews from his students attest 
that, among his many talents, 
teaching is supreme.” 

As a testament to the esteem 
in which he was held by those 
who knew him, the Andover 
Class of 1955 dedicated its class 
scholarship to McKee and his 
wife during its 40th reunion in 
1995. Among the many students 
who came under his tutelage 
was a young George W. Bush, 
whom he coached in JV foot- 
ball. 

As busy as he was with his 
Phillips Academy responsibili- 
ties, McKee was an equally 
active member of outside orga- 
nizations. He is a former 
trustee and chairman of the 
board of the Pike School in 
Andover, a former vestryman of 
the Christ Church in Andover, 
and a former governor of the 
North Andover Country Club. 
He also was a trustee of the 
Hurricane Island (Maine) 
Outward Bound School. 

Upon his retirement, McKee 
became equally active in orga- 
nizations in the Lake Sunapee 
area. He was a trustee of New 
London Hospital, a board mem- 
ber of the Sunapee Art Club, 
and one of the founding mem- 
bers of Adventures in Learning, 
an adult education group in 
New London that is affiliated 
with Colby-Sawyer College. He 
served two terms as president 
of that group and also taught 
courses, 

In addition to filling roles as 
teacher, coach and administra- 
tor at Phillips Academy, Peter

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McKee was an active partici-

When not working, McKee 
was an avid sportsman who 
loved to ski, golf, and play ten- 
nis with his wife, children, and 
grandchildren. According to his 
wife, he also spent four year 
working on a physics book that, 
in the end, his publisher con- 
cluded was too hard for anyone 
to read. “There are a few people 
who have copies,” she chuckles 
fondly, “but writing it kept him 
happy for four years.” 

Born in Peterborough, N.H., 
on Nov. 24, 1923, McKee gradu- 
ated from Holderness School 
High School in 1941. He earned 
an A.B. in physics from 
Middlebury College in 1947 and 
an M.Ed. degree in 1954 from 
Harvard University. From 1942- 
1945, he served as a B-24 pilot in 
the U.S. Army Air Corp, and 
flew 50 missions in the 
European theater during WWIL 

McKee is survived by his wife, 
Jean C. McKee; his son, Peter 
Q. McKee Jr.; his two daugh- 
ters, Cynthia McKee Scott and 
Patricia McKee Halsey '77; his 
brother, James E. McKee Jr.;

A family affair

Mercury has been used in 
numerous industries as far 
back as the 1800's. The term 
“mad as a hatter” can be 
traced to symptoms of mercury 
poisoning. 

Mercury nitrate was used in 
the felting process and constant 
exposure to the chemical even- 
tually caused the hatters, or 
those involved in the process of 
making hats, to develop mer- 
cury poisoning. The connection 
between mercury poisoning 
and the hatters' behavior was 
not understood at the time, but 
the term "mad as a hatter" was 
in common usage.

conflicts with State law. 

“this court finds that 
‘Wilmington's by-law) inter- 
teres with the capping and clo- 
sure of the Maple Meadow 
Landfill and frustrates an oth- 
erwise lawful activity undertak- 
en (in) accordance with State 
law,” the ruling states. 

Four items that the Town 
sought to enter into evidence; a 
printout of a DEP internal 
email, a printout from the 
Internet publicizing a 
Wilmington Childhood Cancer 
Study being conducted by the 
Bureau of Environmental 
Health Assessment of the 
Department of Public Health, 
an excerpt from a Geolnsight 
authored South Wilmington 
water study, and a letter from 
the Town's Planning 
Department to DEP, were sum- 
marily dismissed as hearsay. 

Business records, Wilmington 

ounsel Paul DeRensis 

are an exception to the 

‘say rule and the judge 
ruled incorrectly on the matter. 

Lombardi further ruled that 
the Town's response to 
“requests for admissions,” a 
process to determine the 
agreed upon facts of the case, 
was done in a noncompliant 
manner. As a result of that 

pliance, all of the 
ns asserted to by the 
plaintiff were accepted by the 
judge as fact. 
the failure of the municipal 
defendants to respond properly 
to the first admissions request 
has conclusively established all 
the pertinent facts,” the ruling 
states. 

According to DeRensis, the 
Town contested most, if not all, 
of those admissions. 

Lombardi found the responses 
to be noncompliant because 
they. were signed by Town 
Counsel, and not by the Town 
Manager. 

“The Judge took a hypertech- 
nical view and felt it had to be 
(signed by) the Town Manager,” 
DeRensis said. “We submitted 
a signature of the town manag- 
er, which the Judge said came 
too late.” 

Despite the ruling, the case 
was not decided on contested 
facts, 

“...the outcome of this order 
turns principally on issues of 
law not dependent on facts the 
municipal defendants would 
have wished to deny,” Lombardi 
sated in his ruling. 

Since the ruling as made with- 
out citing any of the established 
“facts,” DeRensis considers it a 
matter of no harm, no foul. 

“(Lombardi's) ruling turns on 
the legal issue of comprehen- 
siveness of the state regulatory 
statutes; and that is where the 
battle will come in the Appeals 
Court,” DeRensis said. “In any 
event there is extensive case 
law saying that admissions by 
an attorney should not be used 
against a party itself ("The 
effect of the rule on a given 
case may be unduly harsh, and 
the ability of the Judge to exert 
and ameliorating influence is 
essential to avoid a result in 
which form triumphs over sub- 
stance" Reynolds Aluminum 
Building Products versus 
Leonard, 480 NE 2d 1(1985), and 
further no case whatsoever has 
ever held that answers filed on 
time, but simply with an alleged 
defect in signatures constitutes 
grounds for finding against the 
party, this is an extreme and 
hyper-technical result, but is 
useful in showing the Judge's 
attitude wherein he consistently 
and, in our opinion took a 
hyper-technical position to 
unreasonably rule basically 
against the town on every point. 
All of this is ammunition for 
appeal.” 

The suit against the Town was 
brought forth by MEA and by 
the Spinazola family. MEA sub- 
sequently signed a “stipulation 
of dismissal with prejudice” in 
June 2005, which dismissed the 
case against the Town and pro- 
hibits MEA from renewing the 
lawsuit at anytime in the future. 

It was on the Spinazola fami- 
ly's suit, which remained, that 
Lombardi ruled on. 

Patrick Hannon, President of 
MEA, doesn't believe that the 
ruliig contains anything for the 
‘Town to appeal. 

“There is a lot to appeal,” 
DeRensis said. “The judge says 
the bylaw is invalid no matter 


what the facts because the state 
regulatory system is compre- 
hensive. We think not.” 

Hannon plans to file a suit 
against the Town next week in 
an attempt to recoup legal costs 
incurred by MEA's fight 
against the by-law. He expects 
the suit to ask for at least 
$500,000. 

“I spent a ton of money fight- 
ing that by-law, which was 
passed specifically to stop this 
job,” Hannon said. “The Town 
admitted that Maple Meadow 
Landfill was the only landfill in 
town. I would like to seek finan- 
cial restitution for losses expe- 
rienced by MEA on this project 
as a result of the illegal by-law, 
but I believe we may only be 
able to sue for attorneys’ fees.” 

DeRensis does not take 
Hannon's threat seriously, say- 
ing simply, “Nonsense. His law- 
suit was dismissed.” 

Hannon has a meeting with 
DEP this week and believes 
that the capping project will be 
back on schedule soon. He has 
been asked to extend the bound- 
aries of the DEP regulated 
“risk assessment” currently 
being done on the site. 
Expanding the boundaries fur- 
ther into the wetlands sur- 
rounding MML may result in 
DEP's ordering that the wet- 
lands also be capped. To do so, 
according to Hannon, would 
require the importation of 
much more 21E soil. 

“My experience is, the more 
you test, the more you find,” 
Hannon said. “If it's good for 
the environment, I'm all for it.” 

In the meantime, DeRensis 
and his team at Deutsch, 


Thank 
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Williams, Brooks, DeRensis & 
Holland, P.C. (DW) are prepar- 
ing to appeal Lombardi's rul- 
ing. Though DeRensis acts as 
Wilmington's point-person, this 
ease has been handled by 
Attorney Adam Simms, a six- 
teen-year veteran with the 
Massachusetts Attorney 
General's Office before signing 
on with DW. 

Lombardi's ruling came as no 
surprise to DeRensis ever since 
the Land Court's recent deci- 
sion in a similar landfill height 
restriction by-law case in 
Saugus. 

“Ever since the Wheelabrator 
v Saugus decision, we have 
been projecting a loss here at 
the trial court level, but 
Wheelabrator is a decision by 
the same lower court as the 
decision in Spinazola,” Derensis 
said, “and neither decision is 
binding on the Appeals Court.” 

“Needless to say, we believe 
the Judge's conclusions on each 
and every decision point are 
wrong,” DeRensis said. “While 
this is the first time a 
Wilmington lawsuit has not 
turned out as we had hoped and 
while we can't win them all, 
nevertheless we are most disap- 
pointed but determined to do 
what is necessary to pursue this 
lawsuit at the appellate level 
The Appeals Court can provide 
a forum where there is a broad- 
er more sophisticated perspec- 
tive. Our appellate sper ts 
are now reviewing the decision 
and in the next few weeks we 
plan to undertake some proce- 
dural steps at the trial court 
level to prepare the case for 
appeal.”

Around Wilmington it’s very 
safe to say that anyone who fol- 
lows Wilmington High athletics, 
or just athletics in general, 
knows all about Joe Herra. It’s 
known what he can do on the 
football field and basketball 
court. It doesn’t take that per- 
son all that long to figure out 
that an athlete like Herra does- 
n’t come around too often espe- 

cially here in Wilmington. 
Outside of Wilmington, there 
seems to be the same respect 


for Herra’s athletic talents. 
Besides being named a two- 
time Cape Ann League Player 
of the Year in football, a two- 
time Lowell Sun Player of the 
Year, a two-time Boston Herald 
and Boston Globe All- 
Scholastic, he was also named 
a Cape Ann League All- 
Conference basketball player 
as a junior. 

Besides all of those personal 
accolades, his fans seem to 
come from all over, especially 
in Topsfield. 

On Friday night, Herra was

surrounded by a_ host of 
Masconomet High fans who 
were all over the senior guard. 
The fans chanted Herra’s name 
throughout the game, and real- 
ly were verbally abusing him 
from start to finish. In fact, 
many of them took Herra’s All- 
Scholastic picture from the 
Globe and put it on a t-shirt. Is 
that all out of respect? All out 
of jealousy? Or just kids being 
kids and trying to have some 
fun. Perhaps it’s all three. 

“I’m used to it by now,” said 
Herra, who also went through

some of the same abuse during 
the football season. “They are 
always giving me a hard time. I 
kind of like that stuff. It doesn’t 
bother me. It just fires me up. 1 
think it’s pretty funny that they 
go through all of that - the 
shirts with my picture on it. I 
just think it’s pretty funny that 
they go through all of that.” 
While most teenagers would 
crumble in moments such as 
that, Herra thrives off of it. He 
ended up scoring 22 points lead- 
ing the ‘Cats to a monster vic- 
tory over a very good 
Masconomet team. Herra was 
on fire all night long, coming 
just three days later after 
struggling with just five points 
in the team’s season and home 
opener against North Reading. 
During the football season, 
when Wilmington and 
Masconomet met up for a game 
of two unbeaten Cape Ann 
League teams, Herra came to 
the forefront again helping to 
lead the charge as Wilmington 
came away with a huge victory 
at that time. In his four years 
as quarterback, Herra and the 
rest of the ‘Cats never were 
defeated by Masconomet. 


Going by the numbers 

Joe Herra is not into personal 
stats, personal achievements 
and never has enjoyed the lime 
light. But now that his four 
years of football is over, and he 
just one basketball on 
in high school, statistically 
speaking some numbers have 
to be thrown out there. 

First in Football. Besides 
being named the Player of the 
Year and his newspaper accom- 
plishments, Herra ranks 16th 
alltime in the state of 
assachusetts with career 
touchdown passes of 47. He 
ranks ahead of the legendary 
Harry Agganis, and several 
spots behind Tim F beck, 
who went on to Boston College 
and spent some time in the 


National Football League. 

This past football season, 
Herra completed 66-of-121 pass- 
es for 1,161 yards including 13 
touchdown passes and had just 
four interceptions. He also 
rushed the ball 59 times for 275 
yards with six touchdowns. 

He also had three absolutely 
incredible other numbers from 
this past season. First, he inter- 
cepted 14 passes from his free 
safety position. He had two in 
the team’s opening in over 
Hamilton-Wenham and ended 
the season and his career by 
picking off two more in the 
team’s win over Tewksbury. 

“Talking with a lot of other 
people and coaches in the 
league, they all think that Joe 
is a better defensive player 
than offensive player,” said 
football coach Bob Almeida. 
“Not taking anything away 
from his offense, but how do 
you have 14 interceptions in 11 
games? That's very difficult to 
do. That's the thing. He's lead- 
ing the team in tackles playing 
safety and he also has 14 inter- 
ceptions. He just has great 
instincts and he anticipates as 
well as anyone I've seen.” 

The second number is in the 
team’s loss to North Andover, 
he made 27 tackles. Normally 
12 to 15 is a very good day, but 
Herra was in every play, much 
like he all season long for 
the Wildcats. 

“You know I'd bet that num- 
ber is correct,” said basketball 
coach Jim McCune of the 27 
tackles. “I watched a lot of the 
football games and Joe was 
always in every play. He was 
always being banged around in 
football. I think it’s pretty 
remarkable what he’s accom- 
plished here considering how 
healthy he has been. The kid’s 
toughness and ability to hang 
around is pretty impressive.” 

And the third number is 45. 
Herra started every game of 
his four-year career as the 


team’s quarterback. That hap- 
pened with a separated shoul- 
der from this past year, count- 
less number of hard hits to his 
head and body, not to mention 
all of the other bumps and 
bruises no one knows about 

“He’s a special player and 
clearly the most special player 
we've had here,” said Almeida. 
“He does everything well. [ 
know I say this over and over 
but the thing about Joe is just 
how tough he is. You have to be 
so tough to start all 45 consecu 
tive games of your high school 
football career.” 

In his illustrious career, Herra 
ended up completing 218 passes 
in 437 attempts, for 3,773 yards 
including 47 touchdowns and 19 
interceptions. He rushed for 
1,463 yards including 29 more 
touchdowns. He either threw or 
ran in 66 touchdowns in 45 
games. 

Herra was asked if someday 
he'll look back for the numbers 
and awards and maybe realize 
that what he’s done here does: 
n't happen all that often. 

“Yeah I guess, I don’t know. 
Yeah, I don’t know,” he said 
with several pauses. “(Being 
16th in the state in TD passes 
is) good but we didn't win any 
Super Bowls. I'd trade all of 
that in for a Super Bowl (title) 
Same thing with basketball. | 
don’t care how many points | 
get it’s just about us winning, | 
try not to think about personal! 
stats and just think how to help 
the team win.” 


Two straight hoop titles 
As a sophomore, Herra was 
the perfect sixth player for the 
basketball team. He was a hot 
shooter, who came off the 
bench and gave the team big 
lifts when needed when he 
buried three-pointers or jump 
shots. He had to knock down 
the amount of turnovers he

Class of 1998: 

When trying to compile a list 
like this, I always think of the 
Big Picture. And to me whenev- 
er an athlete gets recognition 
from one of the Boston papers 
as an all-scholastic, I think puts 
that athlete at the front of the 
bus. 

Arciero was an all-scholastic 
soccer player, a defender for 
the boys team that advanced to 
the state championship game 
in the fall of 1997 losing to 
Gateway Regional, 1-0, on a 
cold, rainy night at Boston 
University. 

Arciero was a huge reason 
why the team advanced to the 
final for the first time in school 
history solely because he was 
such a tough defender, who put 
everything he had whenever he 
went inbetween the lines. 

Besides basketball, Arciero 
was a very good shooting guard 
for the basketball team. He 
helped the program win its first 
ever Cape Ann League title in 
1996-97, which also came with a 
big time performance in the 
first round state tournament 
game before losing in the quar- 
terfinals to Swampscott. 

After flirting on the 
Merrimack College men’s bas- 
ketball team, Arciero is back as 
a volunteer coach for the bas- 
ketball program. 


9). Greg Young, 
Class of 1996: 


He'll go down as one of if not 
the best track performer the 
indoor and outdoor track pro- 
grams have ever had. He was 
crowned a Class champion 
twice running the 600, and also 
won the all-state championship 
in his senior season, 

During his junior season he 
finished second at the Class 
Meet, All-States and New 
Englands in the 600 with a 
school record time of 1:13.8 in 
the 600. He was also part of the 
4x400 relay team which finished 
fourth in the New Ei q 

In addition he broke the MVC 
record in the 800 meters in out- 
door track with a time of 1:55.9.

8). Mark DiGiovanni, 


Class of 2000: 

When I was 19 years old, I 
ended up becoming an assis- 
tant coach of a Wilmington 
youth hockey team. I had 
known Mark then but it was my 
first time seeing him on the ice. 
He could skate ... and skate fast 
... but couldn’t control himself, 
and really needed a lot of help 
on the ice. 

Then a few years later due to 
tremendous hard — work, 
DiGiovanni was sensational on 
the ice. He was the Male 
Athlete of the Year. He helped 
the ice hockey team reach the 
Division 2 North sectional final 
losing to Saugus in a terrific 
hockey game. 

DiGiovanni was on the fastest 
and most exciting forward lines 
I've covered joining Justin 
Vallas and Shawn Haubner. 
They surpassed the 100 point 
plateau as a line and were so 
quick and really put 
Wilmington ‘Hockey on the 
map. 

In soccer, he helped the pro- 
gram reach the state final in 
1997, and then the state semifi- 
nal game the year after. He 
could play forward and score a 
goal, and then with the lead, 
then head coach Dick Scanlon 
would move him back to 
defense and he would totally 
shut down the other team. 

Today, DiGiovanni is a mem- 
ber of the Wilmington School 
Committee. 


7). Sean Kerrigan, 


Class of 1997: 

I remember when I used to 
coach little league and summer 
baseball. We would have early 
morning practices on the week- 
end. I'd arrive down to the 
baseball field at WHS, and 
there weekend after weekend 
would be Sean and his father. 
His father would have a bucket 
of balls, and throw pitch after 
pitch to his son who would belt 
the ball to all parts of the field. 

Then Sean would head down 
to third base and his father 
would send groundball after 
groundball to him. Those days 
helped Kerrigan not only 
because a much better baseball 
player. 

After helping the Wildcats as 
a baseball and football player, 
as well as a wrestler, Kerrigan 
went on to have a fantastic 
baseball career at UMass 
Lowell which included partici- 
pating in the Division 2 World 
Series is Alabama. 

Kerrigan was a very solid 
baseball player who had a 
lethal bat, a good glove and a 
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solid arm. He also made his 
own wooden bats which he used 
to bang out multiple hits in 
games, 

In football, he could play 
many positions but was a dev- 
astating linebacker, hitting any- 
thing in sight. He was as tough 
as they come. He also became a 
running back during his senior 
season and came nearly impos- 
sible to tackle. 

As a wrestler he joined Billy 
Tate in 1997 as the program’s 
first ever Cape Ann League 
champions, Kerrigan winning 
the 189-pound division. 


6). Derek Hanley, 


Class of 2002: 

Another athlete whom I used 
to coach, Hanley was my center 
fielder and lead-off hitter for 
the summer baseball team I 
coached when he was 13, He 
was a terrific baseball player 
but no one else saw that as he 
stopped playing when he 
arrived at WHS. 

Instead what everyone did see 
what he became the greatest 
wrestler the program has ever 
had, not to mention a phenom- 
enal football player. 

On the mat he was a two-time 
state champion and became the 
program’s first ever all-state 
champion. He was a two-time 
sectional champion, a two-time 
Cape Ann League champion, 
placed fifth and second at the 
New England Meet, and also an 
all-scholastic by both the 
Herald and the Globe. 

He holds five program 
records including most wins in 
a season (52), most career wins 
(153), most consecutive wins 
(30), most career tournament 
championships (14) and most 
career tournament champi- 
onships in a season (8). 

On the football field, he was a 
terrific running back. During 
his senior season he scored 17 
touchdowns and rushed for 
over 1,000 yards, matching 
Bobby French’s numbers from 
the season before. Besides the 
two of them, no other running 
back since 1995 have amassed 
those numbers both scoring 
and rushing. 


5). Billy Harrison, 


Class of 1996: 

Pretty much identical to that 
of Hanley, Harrison excelled in 
football and baseball also did 
quite well on the wrestling mat. 
Baseball he could play any- 
where - he was a terrific short- 
stop, but could have easily been 
one of the best center fielders 
in quite some time. He had phe- 
nomenal speed, very good 
range and had a terrific bat. He 
always found ways to get on 
base. 

On the football field, he was 
also very versatile and domi- 
nating. He was a four-year,var- 
sity player, who as a freshman

was the team’s quarterback out 
of the option. His senior sea- 
son, under Bob Almeida’s first 
year as head coach, Harrison 
led the team to a 7-0 start anda 
terrific winning season, sur- 
passing a five win season last 
came back in 1990.

He and Swiezynski could easi- 
ly change spots but I gave the 
nod to Banda because of the 
many roles he played. In foot- 
ball, he was a terrific two-way 
player, dominating as a running 
back and as a _ linebacker. 
Defensively, nothing got by 
him, while he made so many 
crushing tackles and hits. 

Offensively, he used his 
strength to bury defenders. He 
scored 16 touchdowns his junior 
season and also surpassed the 
1,000 yard plateau. 

In hockey, Banda and his line- 
mates were overshadowed 
because of DiGiovanni and his 
linemates who scored the goals. 
But in fact, if it wasn’t for 
Banda and his linemates who 
went out and crushed every- 
thing in sight, no way does that 
first line score as many goals 
as it did, and no way does the 
team reach the sectional final 
against Saugus. Banda did a lit- 
tle bit of everything, score - 
defend but his physical pres- 
ence on the ice was spectacular 
to watch.

Deborah Blumer, a 
Massachusetts State 
Representative from 
Framingham with help from 
another Rep. Robert Edwards, 
last week sent a bill through the 
legislation in which helmets 
would be mandatory for soccer 
players from the youth level all 
the way through the collegiate 
level, with the lone exception 
coming at the professional 

ranks. 

This is a joke, right? I know 
we are living in a very sensitive 
society but this is now getting 
ridiculous? What's next? 

How about new extra padded 
gloves for children who play 
Nintendo, Atari or any newly 
dated control games that are 
out today? With the extra 
gloves, maybe the kids won't 
get sprained thumbs, calluses, 
or a bent finger nail 

How about we get something 
to protect our hands so they 
don’t get sore from pressing the 
television remotes? Or how 
about a shield so our hands 
won't ache when we use our 
pens or pencils too much? 

The Massachusetts 
Interscholastic Athletic 
Association couldn't prove that 
wooden baseball bats caused 
less injuries than medal bats. 
And how much money and time 
was spent on that issue? Now 
it's helmets for soccer players 

what's next? Protection for 
badminton players? The 
National Football League using 
nerf footballs? High School 
baseball players hitting off a 
tee with a wiffleball? 

Injuries happen everyday 
whether sports related or not 
And it seems like politicians 
are more worried about base- 
ball players using steroids, and 
helmets being put on youth soc- 
cer players instead of 
Americans dying in Iraq, 
Americans starving to Death, 
and the unemployment rate 
going higher and higher every 
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day. Let's get our priories 
straight. It’s all fine and good 
to look for ways to improve 
safety in our children, but don’t 
you think this is a little too 
much? 

Let’s stop wasting time on 
over sensitive issues. Soccer is 
the most popular sport in the 
World and millions upon mil- 
lions of soccer players have 
headed millions and millions of 
soccer balls. How about head 
injuries have you heard about? 
Injuries happen in sports. They 
also happen when you drive, 
when a kid falls out of a tree, or 
when you slip and fall on your 
stairs. Should we have politi- 
cians spend taxpayers money 
finding ways to protect us from 
jamming our fingers in a door? 

“It's not going to pass,” said 
Wilmington/Tewksbury _ long- 
time representative Jim Miceli 
“It's a well intentioned thought 
but all responses to it are nega- 
tive. I wouldn't vote on it on a 
bet.” 

This bill is called an “by- 
request bill” in which it was 
proposed although it wasn’t 
supported by that representa- 
tive. It was filed, talked about 
on the airwaves and newscasts 
but hasn’t not gone forward. 

“I just felt like it’s too much of 
an intrusion,” said Miceli. “And 
it doesn’t have the public sup- 
port in any of the districts. I 
had seven phone calls and 
every single one of them 
opposed it. I heard interviews 
with coaches on the radio who 
weren't in favor of it either. I 
think it’s just impractical. I 
think other injuries would be 
caused my wearing the helmet. 
Sometimes things get overdone 
that are sent to the legislature 
whether it’s sports or educa- 
tion. Sometimes things go too 
far. I this instance, although the 
fellow had very good intentions, 
I think it went too far.” 

If you ask local soccer coach- 
es, if heading a ball is taught 
the right way, then there’s no 
reason to think injuries will

occur. Coaches stress heading 
the ball with the forehead, basi- 
cally where the heavy plate is 
located in one’s head. Heading 
the ball from on top of one’s 
head is when injuries, or brain 
damage can occur. But if it’s 
done properly from the fore- 
head area, no harm is done. 

The same can be said in every 
sport. If you don’t teach a foot- 
ball player the right. way to 
tackle, he’s going to get hurt. If 
you don’t teach a pitcher the 
right way to swing a bat, or 
throw a curveball, his elbow 
will need surgery very soon. 

The same goes with everyday 
life. If a parent doesn’t teach 
his kid how to be a respectful 
person and what's right and 
wrong, that person will need a 
helmet to protect him or herself 
from the outside world. 

Longtime Tewksbury boys 
soccer coach Steve Levine 
agreed that if the game is 
taught right, especially how to 
head the ball, there’s no need 
for panic, or for a bill to be 
signed. 

“Like any other sport, if you 
learn how to do the skill the 
correct way, you won't get 
hurt,” said Levine. “But I don't 
believe the purpose of wearing 
helmets is for the skill of head- 
ing. As a coach I cringe when 
I see two boys crack their heads 
together while attempting to 
head a ball at the same time, 
and I have seen it plenty of 
times in both practice and 
games. Players are encouraged 
to be aggressive to the ball, and 
concussions rarely occur from 
the heading skill, but due to the 
head collisions.” 

Levine said in his 30 years of 
coaching soccer, he has seen 
his share of injuries, which is 
why this bill was presented in 
the first place to improve safe- 
ly. 

“One of the greatest players 
ever to play soccer for 
Tewksbury had his career 
ended in a head collision injury 
in college, where he was the 
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team's and possibly the colle- 
giate conference's best player,” 
said Levine. “A helmet would 
have allowed his career to con 
tinue. The game is changing 
drastically. Helmets are wort! 
in other sports to protect 
against head injury, but in so: 
cer, unlike football, hockey,’ or 
lacrosse, the head is one of your 
defensive and  offensiv: 
weapons. A helmet could not 
be worn loosely, but would hav 
to be secured without much lc 
way motion to the head.” 

Levine added that he think 
eventually this bill will pass
